Tho  Birt  i Rato  continues  to  be  higher  than  tho  G-enoral 
Rato  for  England  and  Wales.  Tho  Death  Rato  is  slightly  higher 
this  is  due  largely  to  an  Incroaso  in  death  from  Tuberculosis 
and  Cancer. 

Tho  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  35.8  por  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  46.0for  England  and -Wales.

Pareham  Waterviforks  are  the  property  of  the  Pareham  Urban 
District  Council,  and  supply  all  the  properties  in  the  East  and 
West  Wards,  except  for  a few  houses,  which  are,  for  convenience, 
supplied  by  tho  Gosport  Water  Company.  The  water  is  chlorinated. 
Chlorine  (parts  per  100,000)  varies  from  1.2  to  2.6.  Monthly 
Chemical  and  Bacteriological  reports  have  been  received,  no 
coliform  bacflli  are  present  in  the  water.  These  reports  refer 
to  water  going  into  supply.  The  raw  water  has  been  analysed  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  a few  cases  where  one  stand 
pipe  is  common  to  a number  of  houses.  The  approximate  number  of 
stand  pipes  is  5.  This  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo  - solvent 
action.  The  population  supplied  is  approximately  16,500. 


Portsmouth  Water  Company  supply  water  to  the  Portchestor  Ward. 
The  supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 
Practically  all  houses  have  a piped  supply  except  in  the  case  of  a 
few  isolated  premises.  There  are  no  stand  - pipes  for  the  supply  of 
houses  in  Por to ce s ter . Treatment  of  the  water  consists  of  (a) 

Simple  chlorination  at  the  source.  (b)  Slow  sand  filtration  prior 
to  entering  main  Reservoirs.  (c)  Re -chlorine tion  on  leaving  the 
Reservoirs  v/hen  ammonia  is  added  in  order  to  ensure  a free  chlorine 
reaction  throughout  the  distribution  system. 


Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at  fortnightly  intervals, 
both  with  raw  water  and  with  the  water  as  distributed.  All  reports 
of  analysis  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 


■Vio  water  is  not  liable  to  Plumbo  - solvent  action,  the 
oopultion  suorlied  is  approximately  10,000. 

Gosport  YYa'30rworks  Company  supply  the  Crofton  Ward.  Periodical 
camplios  are  taken  of  raw  water,  particularly  following  heavy  rainfall. 
The  water  is  chlorinated  continuously  at  all  pumping  stations,  end 
hourly  residual  teats  made  and  recorded.  All  reports  of  analysis 
have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 


Chemical  analysis  shows  the  water  neutral  on  reactions,  and 
free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  though^not  to 
an  abnormal  d0g'''0o,  it  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or  mineral 
matter  in  solution.  B.  Coli  is  present  in  the  raw  water  but  none 
are  f,ound  in  distributed  water.  There  is  no  plumbo  - solvent  action. 
The  population  supplied  is  approximately  2,000.  No  houses  are 
supplied  by  stand  pipes. 
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Sou thampt on  Corporation  Waterworks  supply  Sarisbury, 
Tltchfield  and  Warsaah  Wards.  'ihe  Supply  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quantity  and  in  quality.  Bacteriological  examinations  are 
made  of  raw  water  every  fortnight,  and  of  treated  water  every 
■week.  Ho  faecal  organisms  were  present  in  the  sample  of  treated 
water  examined. 


All  the  water  supplied  in  Pareham  Urban  District  is 
sterilized  by  means  of  the  ’’Chloramine"  treatment  (Chlorine  and 
Ammonia)  before  distribution,  and  the  Y'ater  supplied  from  the 
River  Itchon  is  subjected  to  a process  of  sedimentation  follov\red 
by  filtration  through  rapid  gravitysand  filters.  Chemical  analyciz 
show  the  water  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals.  The  v/ater 
is  hard  but  not  abnormally  so.  No  excess  of  saline  or  mineral 
matter  in  solution,  absence  of  nitrites.  Free  chlorine  0.035  to 
Nil  (in  parts  per  100,000).  Theco  results  vjerc  obtained  from 
so.mples  which  had  already  been  treat 'Jd  by  the  addition  of  ammonia 
and  chlorine.  The  water  is  free  from  i lunbo  - solvent  action,  none 
of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  stand  - p..pes.  The  population 
supplied  is  approximately  7,000. 

Some  houses  in  the  Sarisbury,  Titchfie^d  and  Warsash  Wards 
have  not  yet  been  connected  to  the  S^uths'^pton  Corporation  mains. 
There  are  still  a number  of  shallo\'.i  -we  11s  in  use  in  these  ¥/ards. 
Samples  are  taken  from  all  shallow  wells  -nd  where  found  necessary 
appropriate  action  is  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  to  provide 
water  from  the  mains.  A scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Council 
for  the  extension  of  mains  in  those  roads  where  shallow  wells  are 
in  use . 


Hook  Village.  This  small  community  of  10  houses  has  not  yet 
been  corinectod  t’o  the  Southampton  water  main.  It  is  supplied  from 
a spring  close  to  the  Village  by  pipjes  to  a'  covered  tank  with^a 
pump.  At  present  this  water  is  sa  tisf  a c t i.ry  . Regular  bacteriological 
examinations  of  this  water  are  made. 


The  Warsash  Church  of  England  School  has  no  proper  water  supply. 
The  v/ater  required  by  the  school  is  draw*'  from  a neighbouring  v/ell* 
This  state  of  affairs  is  unsatisfactory.  An  offer  to  the  Controlling 
Authority  by  the  Fareham  Urban  District  Council  of  50, o of  the  cost 
of  extending  the  water  main  to  this  school  has  been  made,  but  no 
reply  has  been  received.  Hook  Village  and  the  Warsasn  Church  of 
England  School  are  included  in  the  scheme  for  extension  of  v;ater 
mains .

Instruction:- 
have  been  given  to  the  Council’s  consult! -^g  Engineers  to  prepare 
a report  upon  the  drainage  of  these  areas-.  The  preliminary  surveys 
have  been  made.- 


Public  Cleansing.-  In  the  Pareham  and  Crofton  wards,  the 
work  IS  done  by^dire'cT  labour,  two  S.  D.  Preighters  being  err.lo^T-od 
and  lorries  for  any  additional  collections-. 

This  system  appears  to  bo  working  sa  ' sfactorily , very  f oxi 
complaints  being  received. 

In  the  other  wards  the  work  is  done  by  contract-. 


The  Council  should  now  consider  oh':ai-n°ng  additional  r.  D- 
Preighters  so  tnat  all  refuse  colloc-uio-n  ho  tne  district  can  be 
carried  out  by  the  Council. 

Cesspit  Emptying.-  This  work  is  done  by  direct  labour-  - 
three  S=  D.  Pr b'i'gnt er's  being  employed. 

It  was  found  extremely  difficult  to  deal  adequately  with  the 
number  of  cesspits  owing  to  breakdown  of  Vjhlcles  and  sickness 
amongst  the  men  - consequently  complaints  v;ere  made  of  -ion- 
emptying  of  cesspits. 

Prom  time  to  time  Contractors  wore  engaged  to  assist  v/i'jh  the 
work.  At  times  during  the  year,  especially  after  considerable 
rainfall,  conditions  for  cleansing  cesspits  are  not  satisfactory. 
It  would  appear  that  additional  freighters  are  required  during 
these  periods .

1/3)  is  issued  by  tho  Public  Health  Department,  19,  Portland 
Chambers,  Paio^am,  and  by  Councillor  Brown,  106,  Edward  Grove, 
Portchestor.  The  number  of  bottles  of  Lotion  issued  during  1945 
was  256  compared  with  233  for  1944.  Lotion  is  issued  free  of 
charge  in  necessitous  cases. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria Monthly  clinics  have  boon 
hold  in  Paroham,  Portches t'er , Crofton,  Titchfiold,  Sarisbury  and 
Warsash. 

Parents  aro  bocoming  more  willing  to  submit  their  children 
to  immunisation,  tho  numbers  have  increased  during  tho  year. 

This  no  doubt,  is  in  part  duo  to  tho  publicity  measures  taken 
in  the  district, 

Tho  material  used  for  Immunisation  is  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid  (Burroughs  Vifellcomo  & Co.),  obtained  free  of  charge  from 
tho  Emergency  laboratory,  V/incho s tor . Two  doses  are  given  by 
injections  at  an  interval  of  one  month  between  doses.  Re-inoculation 
five  years  after  immunisation  is  advisable. 

There  wore  no  deaths  through  diphtheria  in  the  district  • 

The  district  is  well  protected  by  immunisation. 
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Publicity  - by  2 dvortisomont  in  local  press  and  by  Posters 
jssued  by  the  Contral  Council  for  Health  Education,  - and  by 
Health  Visitors  v/ho  issue  special  Diphtheria  Cards  to  parents 
of  young  children,  and  also  special  Diphtheria  Birthday  cards 
L'o  mothers  of  children  under  1 year. 

Clinic  in  Fa re ham. 

At  present  the  Methodist  Hall  is  used  when  available.  This 
Hall  is  in  constant  use  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Clinics.  There 
is  need  in  Paroham  for  a building  for  those  clinics.
